Slovakia, Hi® father, JuraJ DUPXAttSKT, « former— dclag* to to various 
regional bodies end enthusiastic oo-frorker of the leading Slovakian fight** 
and leader of the peopls. Pater KLIKKA, cr peered in the former battle 
within the CSH ae a senator representing the Hlinka Slovakian People's 
Party, H.S.l* S. The Vatican held the father In especioly high setee* 
because of hie upright stand in Betters concerning the defense of the 
Catholic Church in Slovakia* After graduating fron the Oywiaeiu*, Dr. 
Ferdinand DUItCAfiSKT attended the University of Bratislava, the 3or bonne in 
Paris, end in Dar Haag, until be returned to Bratislava and cospleted the 
work on v his doctorate.
